The onlv good 1 tiling non re- ' 
maimng in keeping with the present conditions 
and proportions of the school, is tin* site. iV© 
are nor a little surprised that the Inspector’s 
have tvenin their extreme leniency permitted 
the present state of affairs to exist'so long. 

In our opinion Mr. Fessenden and his assisr- 
ants constitute an efficient staff, well qualified I 
to do the work committed to them, but are 
crippled and hampered by their surroundings I 
If they were furnished' with rooms of sufficient ' 
dimensions, well lighted and properly vontila ' 
ted, we believe the results of their labors wouli' ! 
not only ire largely increased so far as the pre- [ 
sent attendance is concerned, hut would draw ' 
largely from places not now tributary to the 1 
school.

To the Editor of The Exsrkk*. 

8ir,—I have been very much interested 
in what you have bean saving on the water 
works question, and heartily agree with 
you that the town ought to take hold of ' 
this matter. The town can borrow money 
much cheaper than can any private indi¬ 
vidual, and the saving on a loan of twenty 
or thirty thousand dollars would be quite 
an important item. My idea is, to buy 
out Mr. Northey s plant, borrow sufficient 
money to complete the works, and then let 
the town own and run. them. Under the 
present contract, the town will have to ex- 
pend over Sl.oOO a. year for which they 
merely get lire protection. If the cor¬ 
poration owned the works, a snug revenue 
would be received from the Grand Trunk 
Railway and from private parties. I be¬ 
lieve that enough would be received to pay 
running expenses and thus give the town 
its fire protection free. This would be a 
saving of fifteen hundred dollars a _vo*r to 
the town, which sum could go to form a 
sinking fund, which would very soon pay 
for the entire wo rks. I believe that Mr. 
Northey ought to be seen at once, and his 
lowest price secured for the pipe Mready 
laid, etc.

He obtained permission to stand on the 
scaffold, and to assist to bind the first 
victim of his fiendish desire for venge¬ 
ance. Just at the last moment, when the 
condemned man was about to be placed on 
the plank, with his neck beneath the glitter¬ 
ing knife, he whispered in his ear— 

“ ‘Citizen Lavigny’ (the republic had ab¬ 
olished the noble prefix of De),—‘know 
you whe I am ? You do not? You think 
my name is Francois Moulins? Know, 
then, miserable tyrant, about to meet tbv 
just deserti, that I am Felix Deejarniers'.

CAPE BBETON NEWS. 

A Terrible State of Affairs at North Sydney 
Over the Ssott Act. 

Halifax , April 9. —A despatch from North 
Sydney says : The construction of the Cape 
Breton railway and the employment of 
hnndreds of navvies have greatly increased 
the demand for liquors in Cape Breton. The 
result has been deplorable, and several 
deaths from the results of drinking have 
recently been reoorded. Recently a temper¬ 
ance league was formed aud SI,000 subscrib¬ 
ed to enforce the Scott Act. Many convic¬ 
tions have been reoorded from various parts 
of the country, and the onlpriti have gone 
to jail, but in North Sydney the 30 illicit 
rumseilers combined to fight the Soott Aot, 
and have eutered upon the fight with 
lawyers, bomba, the inoendisry’a torch and 
brute force. A few nights ago Geo.K. 
McKean, a prominent and active temperacoe 
man, was beaten on the puhlio streets. 
Last night his barn was burned. The 
prosecutions are conducted in the name of 
the town olerk. Last night an explosive 
missile was thrown into his dwelling and 
his house set ou fire, but the building was 
saved from destruction. These acts of 
incendiarism aroused public indignation, 
and to day the town 'council offers rewards 
of 8700 for the discovery and conviction of 
the incendiaries, and a public subscription 
ia being takeD up to reimburse Mr. McKeen 
for his destroyed property.

EMIN PASHA’S E0MA5CE.

Afrloa Is essentially the land of mystery : 
and it is, perhaps, in aooordonoe with the 
fitness of things that the two travellers who 
have of late been most conspicuously asso¬ 
ciated with the opening of the Dark Conti¬ 
nent skonld be, to some extent, men of mys¬ 
tery. Concerning the birth and early days 
of Henry Morton Stanley there has been a 
lively controversy in the newspapers ; and 
it ia now generally reported that his real 
name is not Stanley, bat Rowlands. As for 
Emin Pasha, his real name is Ednard Sohnit- 
zer. and he was born at Oppeln, in Silesia, 
in 1840. Yet there is a great difference ia 
the degree of mystery that surrounds Stan¬ 
ley and Emin. Although Stanley is not 
Stanley, all the leading incidents in the 
oareer of the disooverer of Livingstone and 
the founder of the Congo State are perfect¬ 
ly well known. Ever since he reaohed fall 
manhood Stanley has been f pnblio charac¬ 
ter. Emin, on the other haud, is still a man 
of mystery. His assumed name is a house¬ 
hold word all over the olvil zsd world ; his 
marvellous devotion and qnies pluok have 
been everywhere written and spoken abont. 
Bat it is extraordinary how small is the 
amount of trustworthy information that is 
obtainable abont him. There ii no living 
man of anything liket qual celebrity of whom 
so few facts have been made pnblio. Never¬ 
theless, he has had an adventnrons history, 
end a creditable one. Of the episodes of his 
career whioh are known to his intimates, not 
one, perhaps, does him more honor, or is 
more characteristic of him as a man, than 
the episode whioh led to his marriage. 

In 1864 Dr. Schniizer, who had then jost 
taken his degree at Berlin, made np his mind 
to travel in the Eust, in order to study Ori¬ 
ental habits aud languages. He had but 
little money. He had, however, indomitable 
energy ; and good fortune followed him. On 
his wav eastward from Trieste to Anti van he 
learned that the Turkish Government was in 
argent need of quarantine dootors ; and on 
reaching Antivart be was offered and accept¬ 
ed the post of medical quarantine offioer 
there. At that time he was in his twenty- 
sixth year, of slender bnild, below middle 
height, sallow of ooinplexion, bright of eye 
and apparently nearly twice his real age. 
His habits as well aa his physiognomy betray¬ 
ed bis Hebrew orign. In ten months ho 
made such progress with his Eastern studies 
that he was already able to pass even among 
Orientals for an Oriental. He had learned to 
speak and write Turkish and Albaiau with 
perfeot fluency and correctness : and at the 
same time he had made himself a master of 
Italian. His talent for languages was, 
in fact, so exceptional that in 1866 he 
cqnlred Persian and Arabic, and in 1867 
English and French, so thoronghly that he 
often involantary misled his visitors as to 
his nationality. In the last-named year 
Schnitzer became body physician and confi¬ 
dential adviser to Ismael Pasha, Vali of 
Scutari—tho same Ismael who, in 1853, had 
defeated the Russians at the battle of Olten 
irzt; and not until Ismael died did the 
friendly connection come to an end. So 
fully, indeed, did the V&li trust ths young 
doctor that ne admitted him even into his 
harem, to attend, during her illness, upon 
his wife, a Hungarian lady, named Hanum. 
Schniizer was allowed to continue his visits 
after Hanum’s recovery. She was a woman 
of considerable education and natnral intelli¬ 
gence ; and her husband, than whom no 
Pasha had fewer prejudioes, was reDsible 
enough to recognize tnat a Hungarian wife 
could not justly be treated exactly like a Turk¬ 
ish one ; while Schnitzer, on his part, behaved

Where Cow-Bells Are Made- 

Collinsville, Ill., is a great place for cattle 
bells. That cow bells are made and do not 
grow on trees or elsewhere seems to sur¬ 
prise some people, but there are four es¬ 
tablishments in the United States which 
are exclusively devoted to manufacture of 
that resonant artiole, and two of those are 
in Collinsville. One hundred and fifty doz¬ 
en are turned ont daily and thousands of 
them dangle from the necks of unfortunate 
oows all over the prairies of Noith and 
South America. The manufacture of cow¬ 
bells is entirely distinct from that of other 
bells. Instead of being molded the metal is 
rolled into sheets, cut into symmetrical 
polygons, which, when folded, are pressed 
into their well known form. Having been 
riveted they are next packed in clay and 
brought to a white heat. When suddenly 
cooled these eteel bells are fonnd to be not 
only tempered, but also beautifully brszjd.

Schnitzer, in fact, 
made himself so necessary that Ismael 
openly alluded to him as bis right hand; and 
the Albanians oommonly spoke of the doctor 
as the Deputy-Vall. Bat Ismael, like many 
a Turkish governor, had numerous enemies, 
and these were powerful enough to proonre 
his disgrace. One day a Turkish frigate 
anchored in the mouth of the Bcjans, one of 
the Sultan’s aides-de-camp rowed unexpect¬ 
edly ashore, and, without any warning what¬ 
ever, Ismael Pasha vias taken on board and 
carried as a state prisoner to Constantinople. 
All his property was confiscated ; and if his 
wife, Hanum, had not managed to conoeal 
her jewels she would probably have starved. 
Under Dr. Sohnitzer's esoort she followed 
her unfortunate husband to Stambonl ; but 
soon after her arrival there Ismael was 
sent in chains to Trebizond, where he 
was kept in a state of groat misery 
for more than four years, Daring the whole 
of this period he was daily and almost 
hourly attended by Schnitzer ; who not only 
endeavored to lighton his misfortunes, but 
aoted as his secretary and drew up for him 
uumerous appeals to the Saltan and to the 
representatives of the Great Powers at'1’ara. 
Not, however, until 1873 did these appeals 
produce any apparent effeot. Then, as sud 
denly as had come the order for the Pasha’s 
arrest, came the order for his release and 
restoration to imperial favor. Ismael was 
loaded with honors ; he was appointed Gov¬ 
ernor of Janina, In Lower Albania, and hi 
due course, with his wife and with the ever, 
faithful Schnitzer, he went to assume his 
position. A year later Ismael, wheso health 
had suffered from his long imprisonment, 
died, and it became Schnitzer's duty first to 
bury his old friend and then to ar 
range affairs for his old friend's wife. 
The doctor had, it seems, already ex 
changed Judaism for Mohammedanism, 
and had assumed the name of 3mln. 
He had, moreover, become greatly attached 
to Hanum. It is not surprising, therefore, 
that he oonsidored that he should facilitate 
the carrying out of his various obligatioui by- 
marrying his patron's widow. As soon as 
tho needful formalities had been attended to 
and the period of mourning had elapsed, he 
put his projeotinto practice : and the wed¬ 
ding was celebrated at Constantinople in, we 
believe, the summer of 1875, Such is the 
truo story of Emin’s marriage. It has been 
stated that his wife was “ a relative of the 
celebrated Pasha of Janina"—a dotcriptlon 
which applies with more aoouraoy to a con¬ 
nection of the great AH Pasha who was mur 
dered iu 1822 than to the widow of Ismael 
Pasha ; but Ismael was one of the most oelc 
brated soldiers of his day, and as ho was also, 
for a short timo, Pasha of Janina, the ssser 
tion, though misleading, is not altogether 
incorrect. Emin, we understand, has now- 
been for some years a widower.

The linguistic 
studies which he began in 1805 he hai con¬ 
tinued ever since ; and he is now credited 
with a. thorough knowledge, not only of 
Hebrew, Arabic, Turkish, Persian, Albanian, 
Italian, English and French, but also of 
Koptlc, Chaldee, Somali Suaheli, Berberi, 
Galla, and many African dialects which are 
scarcely known to the dictionary-maker or 
grammarian. In these studies, as in his 
marvellous work in the Equatorial Provinoe, 
h<s indomitable energy has overcome all 
obstacles

Sunk- General Notes. 

At Mr. Bright’s funeral orowds of people 
lined the ronte of the prooession from One 
Ash, Mr. Bright’s late residence, near Rooh- 
dalc, to the cemetery. Among those present 
wefe the Bight Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, 
Sir Wilfrid Lawson, Mr. Jesse CoOings, Mr. 
Arnold Morely, Mr. William Rathbone and 
General H. Lynedcoh Gardiner, C. B., 
Equerry in Ordinary to Queen Victoria, who 
represented Her Majesty. A number of 
deputations headed the procession. Fiftesn 
carriages, containing mourners, followed the 
hearse. Eight of Mr. Bright’s workmen 
csrried the coffin to the hearse and from the 
hearse to the grave. When the coffin was 
deposited in the grave the mourners gather¬ 
ed around in silent meditation, aooording to 
the oustom of the Quakers, to which seot 
Mr. Bright belonged. 

HIS TALENTS A GIFT OF GOD. 

The Dean of Founders College afterward 
delivered an oration.

The mail steamer Comtesse de Flandre was 
run into off Dunkirk th« other afternoon by 
the Belgian mail boat Prinoeeee Henriette. 
The collision occurred during a dense fog. It 
was at first reported that tbo Comte.se de 
Flandre immediately sank, but advioes re¬ 
ceived later state that the Comtesse de 
Flandre was ent in two and that only the 
fore part sank at once. The Princease Hen¬ 
riette took the after part in tow and started 
for this port, but had proceedod only a short 
distance when tho portion of the wreck 
which sbe had In tow capsisod and went 
down. The Comtesse de Flandres mails 
were lost. After the oolliaion her boiler 
burst, blowing the centre of the ship to 
pleoes and killing all the engineers, the oap- 
tain and others who were with him on the 
bridge and the passengers in the (vioinity. 
Prinoe Leopold of Belgium, who was one qf 
the passengers, escaped injury. The pas¬ 
sengers of both vessels were panio stricken. 
Three passengers, the oaptaln, first offioer 
and nine of the crew of the Comtesse de 
Flandre were lost.

Hindu Servants. 

Indian servants are in many respects like 
children, in their helplessness, their naivete, 
their timidity, their readiness to be pleased, 
their foolishness, their pronenesB to false¬ 
hood, their strong personal attachment, says 
a writer in the “Cornhiil Magazine." Even 
in their total lack cf any sense of humour 
they resemble children. No Englishman 
could bear English Bpoken in the comically 
barbarous way in which the Hindustani is 
oommonly spoken by the British soldiers 
without betraying amusement. But the In¬ 
dian face remains darkly impassive. Not 
the faintest twitoh botokons any lnrkiog 
laughter. Their love, too, of giving higb- 
seunding titles is childish in its prodigality. 
Humble-minded as they are, and with deep- 
rooted respect for all difference of rank, it 
arises from no vulgar wish to appear other 
thi n what they are, and in its exaggerated 
indnlgence savours even of sarcasm, A 
tailor and a cook both enjoy the privilege of 
being addressed by the exalted title of “kal- 
ipha,” or emperor. The water-carrier is 
always “jemadar,” or captain, and the 
boarer is “sirdar," signifying chief among 
men, while, as a crowning irony, the sweep¬ 
er, who ranks but little higher than the 
dogs be looks after, is invariably oalled 
“mehter,” or prinoe. The necessity of keep¬ 
ing a great number of servants, often won 
derert at by dwellers at homo, is o&used 
ohiifly by the watte of time involved by 
oaste prt jad.ico. Instead of having one din 
nor hour for all, and or.o man to cook for 
all, there uro few who are not oblig 
ed to cook for themselves. Tho lablo 
servants oannot oat with the grooms, 
nor they with the coachman, nor h e with 
sweepor. So each man has twice a day to 
light his own little fire, draw water from the 
well, and cook his own bowl of rice—a pro 
ceeding which wastes no small amount ot 
time. Oae servant wo had wss of tho oaste 
of oil sellers, and he told ns there was not 
one of our twenty-four other servants with 
whom he could eat bread, ie. , if the ocher 
cooked the food, and only one who coaid eat 
with him if he cooked. We asked him if 
this distinction had not its drawbacks. He 
merely replied that it was the custom—what 
oould he do ? He himself was the humble 
recipient; of fonr thin rupees a month, shar¬ 
ed doubtless by a wife and many dusky 
youngsters, and yet he would have cheer¬ 
fully submitted to be whipped to death rath¬ 
er than eat anything that had been plaoed 
on our table. It is strange how nnoomplain 
ingly men wear the iron fetters forged by the 
groat goddess custom. They may ridicule 
her with their lips, but they obey her in their 
lives, in enrions contrast to the many zealots 
who worship with their lips a god whose'pre- 
oepts they perdstcntly ignore. The table 
servants are men of infinite rosouroes. Noth¬ 
ing dannts them. If yon do not like the way 
a vegetable marrow is cooked your man will 
say, “Ycur majesty has but to give the ord¬ 
er aod to-morrow it shall be made into 
Frenoh beans I” If they tell you there is } 
beefsteak for dinner, you will ask, quite as 
a matter of course, “What is it made of ? ” 
when the answer will frequently be, “Of 
mutton, as no beef could be procured.”

NEWS FROM STANLEY. 

THE GALLANT EXELOBEB’S BTEUG- 
GLE AGAINST TEBB1BLE ODDS. 

<A ■•nth of Horror-Starve) Ion nnd Jfohod- 

nets—Ic flirting Ihe Death Fenally 

U|kt at Last. 

A letter from Henry M. Stanley has been 
received by the Chairman of the Emin Bey 
Relief Expedition and made public. It 
abowa tbat the explorer had suffered terrible 
hardships. It is dated from Bungangeta 
Island, Aruwhimi River, August ‘28th 1888. 
Among other things he says. On August 
15th we arrived in the district of Airjeli Op¬ 
posite our camp was the mouth of the tribu¬ 
tary Nepoko. On August 31st I met for the 
first time a party of Manyema, belonging to 
a oaravan of Ugarrowas, olios Uledi-Balyuz, 
who turned out to be a former tent boy of 
Speke's. 

beginning of misfortunes. 

Our misfortunes began from this date, for 
I had taken the Congo route to avoid th 
Arabs, that they might not tamperwiththe 
men and tempt them to desert by prejentr 
Twenty six of our men deserted 
days of this unfortunate meeting. On Sep 
tember 15:h we arrived at oamp^ °PP°‘ i “ 
the station at Ugarrowwas. As food was 
scarce he had devastated an immense region. 
We halted but one day near him on such 
friendly terms as I could make withsuch 
a man. I made a trade land left 56 men 
with him, All the Somalia perferred to 
rest at U« arrow was to continuous marching. 
Five Soudanese were also left. It would 
have been certain death for all of them to 
have accompanied us to the Ugarrowwas. 
They might possibly recover. Five dollars 
a month per head was co be paid to this man 
lor their food. On September 18 we left 
Ugarrowwas, and on October 18 entered 
a settlement occupied bv Kihngalonga, a 
Z*tzibar slave beloi ~»>*d Bin Salim, 

an old Arab, whose l. needs are record¬ 
ed in the Congo and tne lounding of its free 
state. 

AN AWFUL MONTH. 

This proved an awful month to us. Not 
one member of our expedition, white or 
black, will forget it. Our advance number 
ed 263 souls. On leaving Ugarrowwas, out 
of the 389, we lost 66 men by desertion and 
death between Yambuya and Ugarrowwas, 
and had left 56 men sick in the Arab station. 
On reaching Killingalooga we discovered we 
bad lost 65 men by starvation and desertion. 
Wo had lived principally on wild fruit, 
fuDgi and a large, fist, beansbaped nnt. The 
slaves of Abe Bin Salim did their utmost to 
ruin the expedition, short of open hostilities. 
They purchased rifles, ammunition, and 
clothing,, so that when we left the station 
we were'beggared and our men absolutely 
naked. We were so weak physically that we 
were UDable to carry the boats and about 
seventy loads of goods. Wetherefore left the 
goods and brats at Killinealonga, under Sur- 
geon Park and Captain Nelson, the latter of 
whom was unable to march. After twelve 
days' march we arrived at a native settle¬ 
ment called Ibw iri, between Kilingalonga and 
Iowiri. Our condition had not improved. 
The Arab devastation had reached within 
a few miles of Ibwiri, a devastation so com¬ 
plete that not one native hut was standing 
between Ugarrowwas and Ibwiri, and what 
had not been destroyed by the slaves of 
Ugarrowwas and Abed Bin Salim, the ele

The king of beasts in his finest develop¬ 
ment is stilt to be found in North Africa. 
Among the mimosa bushes of yondsr sandy 
plain he rears his majeetio crest. Those 
rooky heights know his preseooe. From 
boulder to boulder he leape with mighty 
bounds, and at night hla awful vofoe re- 
eohoes, rolling like thunder along the 
ground, srd oowing all nature lato silenoe. 
No other North African oountry oontalns 
so many lions as Algeria ; but even there 
they are growing scnroer from year to year. 
Gerrard, the first famous Algerian lion 
killer, upward of thirty years ago estimated 
them as only 120 in number, and they have 
certainly not increased sinoe, A successful 
lion bunt has thus become one of the rarest 
of rare events. We have known many 
fashionable ohasses r.u-lion to be orgaized. 
No stranger of note who visits the oountry 
can well leave It without indulging in one 
or more of them. They area picturesque 
but oostly kind of pageantry, always shown 
off in broad daylight, and forsooth on horse¬ 
back. Small matter to these amateur sports¬ 
men that lions habitually sleep by day in 
theiralmost inaccessible mountain fastnesses, 
and that the proximity of a large posse of 
men and horses intimidates them. The na¬ 
tive guides know well what they are about. 
A lion hunt has been ordered regardless of 
expense, and vast preparations are set on 
foot forthwith. 

At dawn of the appointed day a glittering 
oavalcade issues from the gates. It is hailed 
by the acclamation of a motley crowd of 
natives eager for backsheesh, whose expec¬ 
tations are abundantly gratified, owing to 
the best of hnmors engendered by the proa- 
peot of such noble sport. A truly magnifi 
oent display is made of horses, harness, and 
picturesque costumes. 

BREECH LOADING RIFLES, REVOLVERS, 8PHABS, 
and yataghans refleot the bright rays of the 
morning sun ; and thus, with much shout¬ 
ing, clanking, and jingling, the grand hunt 
proceeds. Mach show, but little wool, for 
nothing ever oomes of it. All day long, 
through field, sandy plain, and forest, the 
king of beasts is songht and never found. 
Some tpioy, little bit of exoitement or other 
has been prearranged by the gnides, who 
feel that something must be done for the 
money. A tnrbaned Arab suddenly appears 
on the ontskirts of a thicket, vowing that a 
lion is there. With muoh show of courage 
the thicket is entered by the guides, leading 
what seems a forlorn hope, and the unin 
itlated follow boldly. Every bash is 
searched, bat no ! his royal majesty is 
not at home. His lair is indeed pointed 
out and declared to be still warm with 
unmistakable signs of reoent oooupanoy, 
but that is abont all, unless some one in 
the fever of his enthusiasm should fanoy 
tbat he has got sight of the lion, of his 
tawny mane, hit tofted tail, or glittering 
eyes. In that case a rifle, perhaps 
several, are discharged; and though no 
oaroass is ever found, the readywitted 
natives are at no lots to aocount for that * 
it has tumbled into some inaccessible 
ravine, and there it lies. Lies, indeed ! 
And so the grand hunt oomes to an end 
before nightfall. A triumphal return and 
sumptuous feast crown the glorions 
achievements of the day. In faot, the 
thing is a sham from beginning to end. 

Real lion hnnts present widely different 
features. Free from all ostentations display, 
they are spiced with mnoh difficulty, exer¬ 
tion, and danger, and only on rare ocoasions 
unqualified suooess is reaped. Perhaps the 
most Impressive of them is when a whole 
tribe of Arabs in sheer self-defense issue 
forth to a man. determined to Dut an end to

We looked carefully to our weapons, and, 
when all was ready for giving our royal toes 
a hot reoeptlon, loud shouts and clamor 
were raised to draw them forth, but all to 
vain. No lion ahowed as much *• tha tip of 
his nose. After brief consultation, one 
dauntless youth volunteered to oreep along 
the ledge, dose to the oave, collect a heap 
of dry brushwood and fire it, so as to »moke 
the lions out. The spearmen redoubled 
their ol&mor, and we held our rifles In 
readiness for instant use, while anxiouily 
watching the lad’s progress. He pursued 
his perilous task with greatoouraga. Creep¬ 
ing warily along the ledge, he never paused 
till he had gitoed the entranoe o» the oave. 
Quickly gathering together the dry brush¬ 
wood near at hand he eoon raised a pile 
large enough to fill the entranoe, and after 
firing it he made his way back in safety, 
proud of his daring achievement and warmly 
greeted by us all. A few moments and the 
fire blazed up, sending a oolumn of smoke 
into the oave. The effect upon the inmate* 
was instantaneous and startling. Two 
mighty roars mingled in one, and Hon and 
lioness bounded forth one after the other. 
Our doings had goaded them into fury, and 
they were ready to do battle against all 
odds to defense of their young ones and 
their borne. At first glimpse of them my 1 
oompanion and I fired, but the movements 
of the mighty beasts were so rapid and 
inoessant that both of n* missed. Our 
Arab friends were peppering away with 
their firelooks, hut also to little or no pur¬ 
pose. 

Suddenly, while the lioness oharged down 
upon us along the ledge, her oonsort, 
with one mighty bound, cleared the gaily, 
alighting in the very midst of the Arabs 
at its brink, and, for the moment, oarrying 
all before him. We aimed oarefnlly this 
time as the lioness sprang upon ns, and 
both our bullets took effect .; but it need¬ 
ed a seoond dose of lead out of our 
breech-loaders to stretoh her lifeless at 
our feet. We then hastened to the assist¬ 
ance of our allies. What a soene m«t 
our eves I Bleeding profusely from many 
wounds, bat ss yet far from disabled, the 
furious male was making sad havoo among 
the orowd. Craoking a skull there with 
one mighty sweep of his paw, and smashing 
a shoulder with another, he had already 
strewn the ground with stain and wounded, 
as we drew nigh to finish him with onr 
rifles. At that very moment the spearmen 
were also upon him. While he was scatter¬ 
ing his assailants in front, more and more 
men had drawn near from behind, and half 
a dozen lanoes were now plunged into him 
simultaneously, bearing him to the gronnd 
at last. The short bnt fieroe struggle was 
over, our terrible antagonist lay breathing 
his last, with his viotim* around hla. He 
had killed five Arabs outright, and wounded 
fourteen more, among whom, to our great 
regret, waa the young hero of the day, the 
same brave lad w.iose perilous exploit we 
had admired so much. A great broad gash 
from neck to shoulder will henoeforth bear 
witness to his prewoss in the eyes of the 
whole tribe. We were. 

PUBLICLY THANKBD BY THB CHIEF 

for our modest share in the glory of the day, 
and he informed ns later that he deemed 
viotory oheap at the prioe, considering that 
thirty or forty viotims often fall to suoh en¬ 
counters. Two young cubs, soarcely 6 
months old, were found inside the oave half 
smothered by the smoke. We afterward 
learned that they had been sent to Algiers 
for sale, and, for all we know, they may be 
inmates of some zoologioal garden or men 
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The Arab devastation had reached witnin 
a few miles of lbwiri, a devastation so com¬ 
plete that not one native hut was standing 
between Ugarrowwas and lbwiri, and what 
had not been destroyed by the slaves of 
Ugarrowwas and Abed Bin Salim, the e^e 
phants destroyed and turned the whole 
region into a horrible wilderness. But at 
lbwiri we were beyond the utmost reach of 
the destroyers. We were on virgin soil in a 
fertile region abounding with food. Our 
(offering from hunger, which began cn 
August 31, terminated on November 12 
Ourselves and men are skeletons. Out of 
289 we now only numbered 174, seveial 
having no hope of life left. A halt was 
ordered for the people to recuperate. Hither¬ 
to they were sceptical of what we toll them. 

THE LAND OF PROMISE. 

Oa December 1st we sighted the open 
country from the top of the Gidge, connect¬ 
ed with Mount Piegah, so named because it 
was cur first view of the land of promise and 
-plenty. On December 5 we emerged upon 
ihe plains, and the deadly gloomy forest bt 
hind. After 160 days’ continuous gloom, 
we saw the light of day shining all around, 
making all things beautiful. We thought 
we never saw grass so green or a country so 
lovely. The men literally leaped and yell¬ 
ed with joy, and raced over with their bur¬ 
dens. Ah, this was the old spirit of lormer 
expeditions successfully completed, and all 
of a sudden revived. Woe to the native 
aggressor whom we may meet, however 
powerful he may be. With such a spirit the 
men will fling themselves like wolves on 
sheep, numbers not considered. Ithadbeen 
the eternal forest that had made abject and 
slavish the oreatures so brutally plundered 
by the Arab slaves.

Our hosts 
were poor, but to the beat they could offor 
we were made heartily welcome. There Is 
no lack of hospitality among the much 
maligned Ishmaelitea. Many an aot of genu¬ 
ine kindness was shown ns, and we should 
have been cravens indeed had we refused to 
aid our dusky friends in their need. A lion 
family had taken up their abode in a cave 
difficult of access among the hills olose by. 
Night after night dire havoo was wrought 
by these fierce marauders, and the time had 
oome when a determined stand mast be made 
to avert ntter and irrevocable ruin. While 
the mountain Arab Is by no means dffloient 
in courage, perseverance, or physical 
strength, his weapons are of a moat primi 
tive kind.

e bardlts bears do ccmpuriecn with onr 
modern arms of preoision. Deprived of that 
comfortable sense of safety and self-assnr- 
anoe wbioh the possession of a trusty breeoh- 
loader affords, the Arab endeavors to make 
up for it by an aconmnlation of numbers. It 
can scarcely be said, however, that tho old 
proverb holds good on such occasions. Face 
to face with an angry North African 
lion, there is no safety in numbers ; he 
has been known to rush upon hundreds of 
men, 

A glorious morning it was amoDg the hills ; 
the sky all aglow with purple tints, and 
through tho veil of mist which hung round 
the shoulder of the great granite heights 
far off the summits were glistening like so 
many blaok diamonds bathed in sunbeams. 
Nature in its most rugged form lay before 
and aronnd ns. In the pure aaure above, 
moon and stars were paling before the son’s 
return. We were snrronnded by a motley 
orowd of Arabs in their picturetque cos¬ 
tume. Young and old, all indeed oapableof 
bearing arms, had tnrned out: some few 
were handling their long, slender, smooth¬ 
bore gnns but by far the greater number 
had only spears and yataghans. The ven¬ 
erable ohiet beside ns gave bis orders brief¬ 
ly but distinctly. The exaot location of 
the lion’s oavs was well known. At im¬ 
minent peril of their lives the scoots had 
found it, tracking its mighty denizens to 
their very lair. A large circle of spearmen 
was now formed, and the men received in- 
strnctior s to oonverge gradually toward a 
rocky ledge in front of the cive, whose 
entranoe was faintly visible from the ele¬ 
vated position of our trysting place. Pres¬ 
ently the “ battue ” commenced. Amid 
mnoh shouting and clash of arms the lines 
were drawn closer and closer, while all of 
ns who had firearms made as straight as 
possible for the cave. Before we had got 
within raDge an enormous male lion showed 
himself for an instant, shook his mane, and 
vanished, to appear again when we had 
arrived at a distance of about 1,000 yard*. 

A brisk but harmless fnailade was opened 
upon him by our Arab friends, and with a 
roar of defianoe he withdrew oboe more into 
his strong-hold ; nor did he show himielf 
again as we drew nearer and nearer until we 
cam i to a halt abont 200 yards from the 
cave. The narrow ledge leading up to it 
was separated from the hillside on whioh we 
stood by a deep gorge more than forty feet 
wide. Above the ledge towered a precipitous 
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counters. Two yonng cube, soaroely 6 
months old, were found inside the oave half 
smothered by the smoke. We afterward 
learned that they had been sent to Algiers 
for sale, and, for all we know, they may be 
inmates of some zoologioal garden or men 
agerie. Our work was accomplished. Pro¬ 
bably for many years to come the tribe 
wonld be exempt from similar infiiotion. 
With high hearts we held onr triumphal 
entry into the village, amid shonte of viotory, 
blended with lamentations over the many 
wounded. Our yonng hero of the fire met 
with bis reward. They carried him along 
in triumph, and, as he lay on his ronghly 
improvised conoh, faint from loss of blood, 
bnt elated with the consoionsness of his 
achievement, no mortal could have been 
happier than he. The whole tTibe, young 
and old, paid grateful homage to him as he 
lay there, for “honor to whom hoDor is due” 
remains the role with these nnsopblstoated 
gods of the wilderness, and long may it 
sontlnns so. 

Suoh, then, has been onr experience of Hon 
hunting in North Afrloa. Famished with 
the best arms of precision, and well support¬ 
ed by the indomitable pluck and ripe exper¬ 
ience of onr dnsky allies, we had found onr- 
selves face to face with the king of beasts, 
and, after all, had but little right to boast 
of our encounter with him.

Vitelline is actually re¬ 
ported to have squandered 400 sestertia, 
about £3.228, on his daily supper, though 
surely this must be a monstrous exaggor 
ation I The celebrated least to whioh he 
inv ted bis brother Luoius oost 3 000 sts 
tertia, oi £40.350. Suetonius rolates that 
it consisted of 2,000 different dishes of fish 
*Dd 7,000 of fowls, and this did not ex 
haust the bill of fare. His daily food wss 
luxurious and varied beyond precedent. 
The deserts ol Lydia, r tho shores of Spain, 
and the waters of the Carpathian seas were 
diligently searched to famish his 
table with dainties, while the savage 
wilds 'of Britain had to bear their p*rt in 
replenishing his larder. Ha i he reigned 
long tjosepnus says that he wonld have ex 
hausted the wealth of the Roman Empire 
itself. zKlins Verna, another of these 
worthies, was eoually profuse in the ex¬ 
travagance of his suppers, it is said that 
a single entertainment, to wbioh only a 
dozen gnest* were Invited, oost 6,000,000 
aeateroes- 6,000 sestertia, that is—or nearly 
£48,500. History relates that his whole 
life was passed eating and drinking in the 
volnptnons retreats of Daphne or at the 
luxurious banquets of Antioob, So profuse, 

) indeed, was the extravagance of those times 
that to entertain an Emperor was to faoe al 
most certain ruin ; one dish alone at the 
table of Holiogabalns is said to have oost 
abont £4,0C0 of our money. No woofer 
these imperial feasts were lengthened out 
for hours, and that evory artifice, ofton re¬ 
volting in the extreme, was need to prolong 
the pleasure of eating, or that Pbiloxenns 
should have wished that he had the throat 
of a crane with a delicate palate all the way 
down. One does not like to associate the 
name of Jnlins Caesar with habits of low 
gluttony that would dlsgraoe a prize fighter, 
and yet, if onr memory does not play ns 
false, even he did not disdain to take cmetios 
to return to hit banquets with a keen 
appetite.—f The National Review.

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HEALTH. 

The Oare of The Feet. 


WIHDFALL8 fUK SA^AG®. 

Thrlrlag oa the MUfortaae* of Shipwreck¬ 
ed Bailors. 
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There are three things neceaeary in order 
to eeoore the most healthy oondition of the 
feet; they should be kept warm, dry and 
oloan. The first reqnisite is obtained by 
wearing suitable stooklngs. In selecting the 
material we should remember first, what 
fabric is the best non-oonduotor ot heat, and 
second, which is the most comfortable to the 
wearer. Experience has taught us, that 
woolen is the most perfect non-oondnctor, 
therefore it is more generally used for win¬ 
ter wear than cotton or silk. Care should 
be taken to ute only one kind during the 
season ; it is not wise to wear cotton to day 
and woolen to morrow, and thus alternate 
from one to the other, as in this way it is 
▼cry easy to catch oold. But the choioe of 
either material most be left to the wearer. 
The natural heat of the body caused by the 
activity of the circulation will suggest which 
isbestforbisownlndividualuse. Thueforone 
who has a large amount of natural beat, wool¬ 
en retains this surplus of hast, profuse perspir¬ 
ation is induced which soon becomes con¬ 
densed by the cold which comes through 
the boot or shoe, and the feet are thereby 
kept clammy, damp and most disagreebly 
sold ; but if ootton or silk hose is worn, the 
extra heat is conveyed away, still leaving 
enough to keep the feet oomfortably warm. 

The dryness of the feet depends largely 
upon the kind and quality of the boot or 
shoe worn. Shoes are better for ordinary 
every-day ute than boots, especially for those 
people who walk. For riding or when ob¬ 
liged to stand or travel torough the deep 
snow, boots are the best. A cheap pair of 
shoes is dear -> t any price. It pays in every 
way to get a good shoe; it looks better, 
wears longer and gives better satisfaction. 
A reoen* writer has given tie following 
dissotions for the preservation and utility 
ef boots and shoes : “Take a pound each 
of tallow and resin and put in a pot on the 
fire; when melted and mixed, apply hot 
with a painter’s brush until neither the sole 
or upper will soak any more. It it is desir¬ 
ed that the boots should immediately take 
a polish, dissolve a ounoe of wax in a tea- 
spoonful of turpentine and lampblaok j this 
should be applied a day or two after, but 
not before the fire. Tnus the exterior will 
have a coat of wax alone and shine like a 
mirror, at the tame time affording antiseptio 
protection to the tallow and resin whioh 
will prevent them from rotting the leather." 
Another important consideration is not to 
wear a shoe after the oater or first sole is 
worn through. It is conducive to both 
health and oomfort to get it tapped. Rub 
bar beets, overshoes or rubbers should be 
worn only while riding and walking, and 
not when in ths house, the store, or in 
ofaaroh. 

As te the matter ef cleanliness, it should 
be remembered that the pores of the soles of 
the feet are much the largest in the whole 
body, it is therefore of special importanoe 
that they be kept open. At least once a 
week daring the winter, the feet should re¬ 
ceive a good soaking in warm water, and if 
convenient twice or even three times a week 
is none too often. 

Perhaps no class of men suffer more from 
oold feet than those wbo are obliged to re¬ 
main out in severe winter weather who from 
the nature of their work are compelled to 
sUrnd or sit in one position most of the time, 
as for example, horse-oar drivers, conduc 
tors, hackmeD, teamsters, etc. To suoh and 
others, the following method of warming 
the feet may be of practical aervioe. 

It is one of the rnles of what is known as 
ths “Swedish movement system, " and is as 
follows : Stand ereot, and very gradually

A few weeks ago the British vessel Anglo 
India was wrecked on the Formosan coast, 
and the native! who, on abont a third of the 
big island, are still thorough savages in spite 
of the Chinese oooupanoy, flocked to the 
beach to oollect their booty. Fourteen of 
the crew, fearing to fall into the hands of 
the savages, put off to sea in a boat and 
were lost. The others were taken captive, 
deprived of their clothing, and terribly mal¬ 
treated. The plundering of the vessel was 
in progress when a Government boat came 
aloog, drove the natives into the forest, and 
killed three of them as a warning to Ihe 
other pirates. 

It is a lucky day for many a savage tribe 
when a wrecked vessel gives them a chance 
to exercise their thievish and murderous 
propensities. The fieroe natives of the An¬ 
daman Islands have only jost been taught 
through a long and bitter series of reprisals, 
that shipwrecked sailors are not providen¬ 
tially thrown in their way as targets for 
their arrows. * 

One of the greatest prizes ever taken from 
the ooean by uncivilized men, fell a few 
months ago into the hands of some of the 
Gilbert Islanders, and they have thus fir 
been left in possession, as their good fortune' 
involved no crime. The British ship Rook 
Terrace was abandoned abont a year ago by 
her orew in the Paoifio. She was supposed 
to be in a sinking oondition, bnt, strange to 
say, she floated aDont for several months and 
finally brought her cargo of oil and general 
stores to one of the Gilbert Islands. The 
joy of the islanders knew no bounds when 
they found that the winds and waves had 
wafted them so bountiful a treasure. They 
unloaded the vessel, enriched themselves 
with the cargo, and the insurance oompany 
whioh meanwhile has paid $125,000 to the 
owners will hardly look to the islanders for 
reimbursement. 

The United States Government sent agents 
thousands of miles to reward the Chook- 
chees cf Behring Strait for their hospitality 
to the unfortunate crew of the burned steam¬ 
er Rodgers, and those other dwellers by 
the Arotio ocean who saved the lives of a 
part of the Jeannette expedition. Thus the 
recognition of services rendered by uncivil¬ 
ized peoples to seafarers in distress, as well 
as the retribution visited upon others, is 
lessening the perils of sailors who are oast 
away iu savage lauds. 

Probably the Eskimos of King William’s 
Land do not know to this day what a chanoe 
tney lost to win the world’s favor and sub¬ 
stantial rewards when they destroyed almost 
every vestige of the Franklin expedition, 
and nsed to kindle their fires the preoious 
reoords that would have given us the story 
of that tragical voyage.

This should not be done spasmodically, but 
slowly and gradually, the slower the better, 
and remain standing in that position as long 
as possible, then return slow ly to the natural 
poeition. Repeat this several times until a 
sufficient and lively circnlation is set up. 

In closing, we would offer a word of cau 
tion to mothers, and that is, do not allow 
yonr children[to go to bed with cold feet ; see 
to it that their feet and legs are warm and 
dry. This will not only make them oomfort- 
able and serve to ensure them a good night's 
rest, bnt also may prevent suffering and per 
haps a serious illness. 

Odors of the Body. 

A esttain odor is natural to the body, and 
it is not neoessarilv a disagreeable odor. 
Indeed, that of a clean baby is positively 

B lessens. It is rarely agreeable later in 

fe, beoanse few persons have perfeot healtdr 
and the full, normal aotion of their ellml 
eating organs. 

The lungs and the skin are the chief eli¬ 
minators of what offends the sense of smell. 
Brery one is familiar with the disagreeable 
odor in the breath of persons who have 
been eating onions. Other kinds of food 
and alcoholio drinks also produoe an offen¬ 
sive breath, and so do various digestive de 
raugements or effete matter circulating in 
the blood, and being eliminated by the 
lungs. The emanations from the ekiu 
ottea receive a disagreeable odor in conse¬ 
quence of the skin being required to do 
work that has been imperfectly done by 
overburdened or diseased kidneys, cr by 
oonsripated bowels .In the caso of overbur¬ 
dened kidneys the help given by the skm 
serves to prevent serious harm. In the oaae 
of diseased kidneys, it greatly aids in pro¬ 
longing life. _ 

Whatever the origin of the disagreeable 
odor lrom the skin may be, it is most mark¬ 
ed in those partB of the body—the arm pits, 
for instauoe—where the sweat glands are 
most numerous. It will be seen that, in all 
oases of this kind, the removal of that odor 
must oome from improving the general 
health, as well as from frequent bathing. 

Bat besides these causes of disagreeable 
odor, there is another still more marked— 
the derangement of the functions of the skin 
itself. There is what is called ohronio hyd- 
roses. Its charaoterir-d by an excess of 
perspiration which, moreover, has an often 
sive acid smell. It is most frequent in the 
feet, hands and arm pits. When the feet 
are affected, the soles are generally burning 
hot, red and sxceedingly tender. 

If thero is any nervous debility in the 

caw._ S nd this is often the case—the diet 

ihould be nutritious and generous, and tonic 
resaodios should be administered. 

Sir Erasmus Wilsou, the hignest author¬ 
ity om skin diseases, says that the affected 
parts should be washed with juniper—tar- 
soap, and sponged from time to rime with a 
lotion consisting of one part of liquor am¬ 
monia to three of water. 

When the feet are affeoted, let the patient 
have two pairs of stockings, and interchange 
them daily, hanging the pair not in nse out 
to dry, preferably in the sun. This will 
answer every purpose.

Choice Eecipes. 

CiDF.B Vinkqak.— Put the barrel on its 
side and fill it with good oider to the bang, 
that the pomace may be thrown out as the 
cider ferments. Fill up the barrel twice a 
day while fermentation is in progress. At 
the close of fermentation the older should 
be racked off carefully and put into another 
clean barrel or the same one after it has 
been well-tyashod out. If there are enough 
barrels, it uTbetter to fill them only half full 
after fermentation is finished, as this ex¬ 
poses a greater surface to the air. The 
more air the better the vinegar wil 1 make. 
H°ncc, a darkened, airy onthouse is belter 
than a close cellar for the storage of the 
barrels. The cider will be converted into 
vinegar in about 12 months, and will stead¬ 
ily increase in strength. 

Suet Podding,— Chop finely seven ounces 
of good kidney suet. Put this into a basin, 
and mix with it half a teaspoonful of salt, 
two tablespoonfuls of sugar, half a nutmeg 
grated, half a teaspoonful of thin lemon rinc 
cut small, four ounces of flour, and three 
ounces of bread ornmbs. Mix the dry in¬ 
gredients thoroughly. Wbisk two fresh 
eggs till they are light and frothy, add 
gradually a quarter of a pint of mils: and 
stir this into the puddiug. Let it stand 
half an hour. Pat it in one lump into a 
well floured doth, plange it into boiling 
water, and boil quickly ioi three hours. 
Serve sweet sauce with it. 

Tomato Soup Without Meat. —Fry an 
onioDf* sliced, in a tablespoouful of nioe 
dripping in the soup pot. When they are 
of a reddish-brown, add a quart of tomatoes 
and stir all up until very hot, when put in 
one quart of boiling water and a tablespoon¬ 
ful of chopped parsley when obtainable. 
Stew half an hour, and strain through a 
colander. Return to the pot, season with 
pepper and salt and a teaspoonful of sugar,

A Oner sld las In the Catskills Whs 
Catches Lire Kaltlesnakes. 

In a little hat on the side of the greet 
Storm King Mountain, in the Hadton High 
lands, far above the river, and abont an 
equal distance below the loftiest pinnaole of 
the towering hill, lives old Zaohary Aroher, 
who snpporte his wife and himself, the onl) 
inhabitants of the oabin, by oatohing 
snakes. The cottage is not visible from 
above or below in Summer time. The thick 
foliage of the trees, and the denis under¬ 
growth whioh arises almost to tbs level of 
its low roof, effectually oonoeal It; and as 
the old man has an insurmountable obj ac¬ 
tion to a fire in the kitchen in the warm 
weather, and makes his wife walk two miles 
every day to a small oavo to cook their food, 
whioh is always eaten oold, no floating smoke 
betrays the presenoe of their dwelling. But 
at tbit season, when the mountain trees have 
partly withdrawn the ourtaius that covered 
it, while the goree and brnshwood are cow¬ 
ering close to the gronod as if for warmth, 
the desolate little building is very conspicu¬ 
ous. No other house it near it, and it is a 
picture of lonolineas. 

The venerable snake oatoher does not 
like it in the Winter months, and pastes as 
muoh time as he oan away from it, lewieg 
his wife and the snakes to keep eaoh other 
company. They hibernate together, the 
aerpeate sleeping in the oold back room and 
the old woman dczlng before the wood fire, 
whioh borne night and day when the enow 
is on the ground. Old Zsck, as he it usual¬ 
ly oalled, is generally pursuing his slippery ( 
trade or doing his share of slumbering be¬ 
fore a barroom stove in one of the numerous 
small villages or settlements at the foot of 
the mountain. He was engaged in the lat¬ 
ter avocation a few days ago, when tbe re¬ 
porter aroused him and asked him bow he 
felt. He said he was well,bat rheamatio, and 
added that the reptile business was brisk, 

“ It's always a sight safer in Winter than 
in Summer," he said, when he had taken 
something to wash down hie sleepiness, 

“ and though I don’t get as many snakes I 
like it better. In Summer the rattlers and 
the copperheads stand a chanoe of oatohin' 
yon instead of your trappin’ them. You 
see, they're always wide awake, and keepln’ 
their eyea peeled for danger. I oan fiad 
them ready enough, but to get them into 
the leather bag I carry is a horse of another 
color. I have all sorts of ways of natchin’ 
them. Sometimes I set traps for them, aud 
that’s a heap the eafest way. The trap is 
only an open basket, with a lot of red 
flannel inside. Snakes, unless they're dis¬ 
turbed, will always go back to their old 
sleepln’ ground when the ran is high. 
When I find a snake traok I follow it until 
I come either to the serpent or his bsd. If 
it's the serpent, I try to pin his neck to the 
ground with a forked stick that I oarry. 
That's mighty dangerous work if he's a 
rattler, for I must go very close to him, and 
if I miss him at the first jab I’ll be apt to be 
closer in a second. However, I never 
missed yet, and I don’t suppose I over will, 
now I’m that experienced. When I have 
him down I take him with my hand, olose 
behind the fork, so that he oan’t turn bis 
head to bite me and drop him into the bag. 
But if the snake hasn’t gone to bed and I 
don’t find him I go back abont fifty yards 
along the traok and lay the basket down 
with the lid open. Then I hnnt more 
serpents. When I come to the basket again, 
in two hour* or so, I oreep op from behind 
and slam the oover shut. The' snake is 
generally inside, mixed up with the flannel. 
He’s found the place too oomfortable to get 
ont of It in a hurry. The aerpent may be 
the wiseat beast of the field, but he’s a

A Quaint Old Sweet —Make some pood 
custard flavoured with vanilla and stiffened 
with a little gelatine, and when properly 
thickened over the fire ponr this into a glass 
dish (an old, or for that matter a new, J span 
ese pnnohbowl looks best), and let it set. 
When set firm, whip the whites of two eggs 
to a stiff froth with two onneos finely-grated 
chocolate a la vanille, and pile it up in the 
centre of the bowL if liked, jelly can be 
used instead of the custard, and the whip of 
egg can be coloured and flavoured to taste. 
It makes an exceedingly pretty supper dish, 
as dees also Ben lane, a Manx version of 
curds and whey, served in large bowls. In 
fact, for suppers, these large bowls seem to 
be coming in greatly. 

Omelette foe One.—O oe egg, one table¬ 
spoon of milk, one teaspoon of sngar and a 
pinoh of Balt; beat all together and fry in 
hot butter ; roll it up as it sjts and do not 
burn. 

The Opium Habit in Washington. 

One of the leading physicians of the 
American capital remarked the other day 
that if a brand was on tho forehead of 
every, woman who used opium in some 
form, society hero would go to pieces. 
He attributes this frightful condition of 
Affairs to the dissipated life led hers by 
the women of the upper tendom. Tho 
endless round of balls and receptions is 
such a strain upon them that they must 
seek relief in some way. They begin by 
taking a soothing syrup, as a rule, to put 
them to sleep, this after a while fails to 
act, then paregorio is resorted to. From 
this it is only a step to pure opium and 
absolute ruin. Sometimes people buy the 
crude gum and oat it regularly every day, 
while others buy laudanum and drink it 
in quarter ounce, half ounoe and even ounce 
potions. And then there are Dover’s 
powders and morphine pills, both of whioh 
act rapidly, and especially the latter. 
1 h< habit seems more of a disease than a 
vioo, ior tho whole nature of tho victim 
undergoes a complete revolution, moral, 
mental and physical. After a short time 
.he victim will sacrifice honour, friends 
a»d family for the fatal drug. There is 
no cure, for even the asylums fail to effeot 
a permanent cure except in rare instances.

In the Snmmer, when he finds a 
snake, he’ll walk around him until he makei 
him dizzy tiying to keep his ugly eyes p'int- 
ed at the danger. At last he’ll either drop 
his head or make a tnrn the other wav to 
take the kinks out of his body. Then Viper 
is on him as amok as a wink. He grabs him 
by the baok of the neok, out of reach of his 
fangs, and brings him to me without hurt- 
ing him. In the winter he can’t oatoh the 
snakes himself, bnt be leads me to holes in 
the trees and other snug places where they 
lie. Inst to be on the safe side, I push a 
stiok into their bedrooms first ; but they’re 
always as good as dead, they’re so sound 
asleep, and I can pnll them ont with my 
hand, covered with a thick doth glove. I 
have to use a good deal of ether to stupefy 
my snakes when I'm movin’ them from one 
box or bag to another. 

“ Who buy my serpents ? Well, I'll tell 
yon. Cironses and small museums, as well 
as old fossils of naturalists, are always 
wantin' onriosities, and when I oatoh a 
snake with two heads, or two tails, which 1 
do abont three times a year, I get a good 
price—of ton as much as $100—for him. 
The common reptiles are worth only a few 
dollars eaoh. Hello, here’s Viper, Where 
have yon been, sir ? There’s no snakes down 
here, yon know."

His worth as a serpent ohaser 
may have been above ostimate, but his mar 
ket value was clearly below pir.

WHISKEY SELLERS ANX^US. 


High Licenses and Lots of Them, 

Sinoe the repeal of the Scott Aot, the 
would-be whiskey sellers have been ex¬ 
tremely anxious about the number of 
licenses to be issued. It is generally con¬ 
ceded that there will be eight hotel lioenses. 
granted in Napanee, but there has been a > 
great difference of opinion about the shop 
licenses. At first it was supposed that 
only two could be issued, hot on looking up 
the by-law it was found that the number 
could be four. This caused great indigna¬ 
tion in certain quarters, as it was felt that, 
should four licenses be issued, the profits 
would be greatly lessened, in fact the great 
would-be-leader of public opinion in Napa¬ 
nee, pronounced against four shop licenses 
in unmistakable terms. He thought his 
friend’s profits wonld be seriously dimin 
ished, hence his indignation. We are told 
on good authority that four shop licenses 
will be granted despite the Doctors’ wrath. 

Another cause of anxiety was the fact 
that both hotel and shop licenses have 
been increased 4270 each. The old licensee 
were only 8200, but the government have 
recently imposed the additional amount. 

We think that the commissioners will be 
justified in issuing all the licenses possible. 
By an unmistakable vote the people have 
said that they want license and revenue, 
and by all means let them have what they 
wish.

the body of a male baby underneath the 
sidewalk. The body was wrapped in a 
Globe and an Empire, both of the date of 
January 6th of this year. The child was 
fully developed„but as no inquest was held 
it is not known whether it was born alive 
or not. Appearances went to show that the 
body had been placed under the sidewalk 
shortly after the first snow storm in the 
latter part of January. The County At¬ 
torney and Reeve Lapum decided that it 
was not necessary to hold an inquest and 
ordered the body to be buried. The general 
supposition is that some unfortunate has 
taken this means of getting rid of her 
shame, but there is not the slighest sus¬ 
picion as to who the guilty party is. We 
understand that an inquest was not held 
on the ground of the expense to the county. 
We believe that this is establishing a dan¬ 
gerous precedent. For the sake of a few,or 
even a great many dollars, crime should 
not go nntraced or uupunished. The very 
fact of an investigation being held, might, 
and probably would,deter anyone else from 
attempting to perpertrate a similar crime, 
even if the criminal in thin case wap pot 
brought to justice.
